WILMINGTON/TEWKS- 
BURY — On Thursday after- 
noon, Sept. 13, 2018, natural 
gas distributor Columbia Gas 
had a gas main became over 
pressurized, affecting almost 
8,500 customers in the Ando- 
ver, Lawrence, and North 
Andover areas. The pressure 
change triggered a chain of 
explosions, causing over 80 
fires including 38 fires in An- 
dover, and multiple alarms 
were sounded in all three 
communities. 

Tewksbury was one of the 
first» departments to re- 
spond. Andover Fire Chief 
Michael Mansfield request- 
ed*an engine from Tewks- 
bury Fire Department to be 
sent to his fire headquarters 
for-Ccoverage while he tried 
to’ assess the cause for mul- 
tiple’ fires within the com- 
munity at the same \time. 
Once it was determined the 
seale of the situation and the 
involvement of natural gas, 
Tewksbury Chief Michael 
Hazel along with Deputy 
Chief Albert Vasas and 18 off 
duty. firefighters joined the 
Tewksbury Lieutenant and 
firefighters that had already 
fesponded with Engine One.

; The Tewksbury Fire Depart- 
Ment, along with the Wil- 
Mmington Fire Department 
are part of District 6, which 
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responded to the call in An- 
dover. Other fire departments 
in the District 6 task force 
that responded. included Lit- 
tleton, Westford, Bedford, Bil- 
lerica, Groton, Tyngsboro, 
and Pepperell. 

A total of 108 Engine Com- 
panies and 43 Ladder Com- 
panies from communities 
across the Bay State and 
New England responded to 
this disaster. 

Andover High School was 
used as a staging platform 
to coordinate and dispatch 
the different departments 
and rescue apparatus. Ando- 
ver Fire Department offi- 
cers and various other de- 
partment’s offices worked 
together to coordinate the 
multitude of emergency re- 
sponders. 

“It was a very well run 
scene,” said Wilmington Fire 
Chief Joseph McMahon. 

McMahon responded along 
with Wilmington Deputy 
Chief William Cavanaugh, as 
well as Wilmington’s Engine 
and Ambulance crews. 

Both Tewksbury and Wil- 
mington Fire Departments 
responded to several differ- 
ent emergency calls while in 
Andover. A flash fire on an 
oil burner, basement fires, 
and full structure first and 
second story fires were the 
types of call answered. 

“T’ve been on the depart- 
ment since 1982,” said Chief 
McMahon, “and I’ve never 
seen anything like that 
before.” 

Tewksbury and Wilmington 
firefighters stayed on the 
scene until the situation was 
under control, and they were 
released at about 10:30 p.m. 

“ I have never experienced 
a scene of this magnitude,” 
said Tewksbury Fire Chief 
Hazel. “I am thankful for the 
prompt response of mutual 
companies to the area to as- 
sist Andover, Lawrence, and 
North Andover. There were 
many people that came to- 
gether to bring this event 
under control.”

WILMINGTON/TEWKS- 
BURY — This November, 
Patricia Meuse, ‘an Indepen- 
dent candidate, will be on the 
ballot against Democrat Da- 
vid Robertson and Repub- 
lican Pina Prinzivalli in the 
race for State Representative. 

A lifelong resident of 
Tewksbury and Wilmington, 
Meuse was first inspired to 
run for public office follow- 
ing a personal experience, in 
which the school superin- 
tendent stated that children 
that attended the Trahan 
Elementary School were not 
as intelligent as those at the 
other elementary schools in 
town. This was believed to 
stem from the low income 
status of many families in 
that district at the time. 

Not satisfied with this con- 
clusion, Meuse ran for School 
Committee, and she won the 


seat in 1988. Soon after, the 
Trahan began seeing im- 
provements. 

“After I won the seat in 
1988, a new principal was 
hired at the Trahan and un- 
believably those low achiev- 
ing students started to excel 
and out score all the elemen- 
tary schools in standardized 
testing,” Meuse said. 

Meuse spent six years on 
the Tewksbury School Com- 
mittee, where she was elect- 
ed chair and was on the ne- 
gotiating team during the 
aversion of a  teacher’s 
strike. In 1995, she ran for 
the Shawsheen Tech School 
Committee, where she has 
represented Tewksbury for 
the last 23 years. 

A family friend of the late 
Jim Miceli, Meuse had al- 
ways considered running for 
state representative if Miceli 
were to retire. Following his 
tragic passing last spring, 
Meuse thought long and 


hard about running for his 
former seat. Ultimately, she 
decided that having lived in 
both towns and having a 
solid understanding of the 
issues important to the resi- 
dents, she would be able to 
succeed in the position. 

As the only candidate in the 
State Representative race 
unenrolled in a political par- 
ty, Meuse says she hopes to 
appeal to the many unen- 
rolled voters of Tewksbury 
and Wilmington who are 
focused on the issues. 

“Many of the voters of 
Tewksbury and Wilmington 
are unenrolled so now is the 
time to pick a candidate that 
actually looks at issues with- 
out the party politics,” she 
said. “The voters issues are 
my issues and I will be their 
voice in the State House. I 
will work for the citizens of 
Wilmington and Tewksbury 
to help improve our lives.” 

In preparation for the gen- 


eral election in November, 
Meuse is working to reach 
out to constituents through- 
out the Tewksbury-Wilming- 
ton communities. She plans 
on spreading the word of her 
campaign through the use of 
signs and campaign t-shirts, 
as well as meeting with vot- 
ers in person. Meuse aims to 
represent all constituents, 
regardless of their beliefs, to 
the best of her abilities, and 
work to find solutions to any 
issues. 

“If I can be of assistance to 
our townspeople when they 
need it and help make this 
state a better place to live 
for our grandchildren and 
their grandchildren, I would 
have done my job,” she said.

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Néar tragedy on the Hundred Acre Meadow

Thousands of people cross 
the Hundred Acre Meadow 
every day without giving it a 
thought. But until Asa Shel- 
don; built a bridge at Jenk’s 
Ford, the crossing was risky, 
indeed. 

The. tale is that Sheldon 
took off his pants and waded 
into the river to set the stones 
for the bridge. 

In his autobiography, Wil- 
mington Farmer, Sheldon 
relates how he almost lost 
his life crossing the meadow 
on a night in March. 

Hundred Acre Meadow is 
the ancient name given to 
the large swamp on the 
Ipswich River, near Woburn 


|” Street and Route 93. Though 


not ’a ‘major river, the Ips- 
wich has very wide swamps. 
In Colonial times, it was not 
possible to cross the Ipswich 
anywhere between Jenk’s 


and the sea. Thus anyone 
heading north out of Boston 
would have to either cross 
the river at Jenk’s, or else 
sail up the coast. The road 
that is now Woburn Street 
was part of the road from 
Boston to Andover. 

The crossing was named 
Jenk’s for Joel Jenkins, who 
in 1703 settled just north of 
the ford. Today, the bridge 
on Woburn Street over the 
river is known as Jenk’s 
Bridge, although many peo- 
ple have called it Jinx 
Bridge. 

Here is Sheldon’s account: 

“In the month of March, I 
went one evening across 
what is called ‘Hundred Acre 
Meadow, which was then 
covered with ice. In return- 
ing, the weather being foggy, 
I could not exactly see my 
course and steered too far 
north, which carried me on 
to the river. Down went the 


horse and one side of the 
sleigh, while I scratched out 
onto the ice and there lay, 
not daring to get up or stir 
an inch. The water flowed 
under me; what was to be 
done? I hallooed loud and 
long, until fortunately the 
noise waked Jonathan Gow- 
ing from sound sleep and he 
came to the door and an- 
swered ‘Hallo’ Finding my 
call responded to, I called 


-out, ‘Rope, rope, river, river’ 


Mr. Gowing proceeded to 
uncord his bed, and then 
with a lantern, in company 
with his two sons, made the 
best of the way to the spot, 
which was distant about a 
half a mile. 

“I grasped the rope they 
threw me and was drawn 
from my watery bed to a 
place of safety. One of the 
boys then fastened the rope 
to the collar of the horse, his 
head still sticking out of the 


water, and we drew both 
horse and sleigh to hard ice. 

"Had this occurred on the 
downward trip, with the 
sleigh loaded with men, the 
consequences might have 
been more disastrous. I had 
been employed with them 
the previous week in looking 
for a location for the Salem 
and Lowell Railroad.” 

In spite of calling himself a 
farmer, Sheldon (1788-1870) 
was a prominent contractor 
who. worked on many rail- 
road projects, building road- 
bed and bridges. The Salem 
and Lowell Railroad was 
chartered in 1848, and open- 
ed in 1850. The above event 
can thus be placed in the late 
1840s, when Sheldon would 
have been about 60 years old. 

Sheldon lived on Woburn 
Street, south of Wildwood 
Street. 

His Wilmington Farmer 
book was republished about 
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30 years ago under the title 
Yankee Drover. 

Jonathan Gowing lived on 
Federal Street, between Wo- 
burn Street and the Maple

Meadow Brook. He had 
three sons, Daniel, born in

Why plug-in electric vehicles 
cost less to maintain 


We know from the first 
article in our series that 
plug-in : electric vehicle 
(PEV) owners save a sig- 
nificant amount of money 
by reducing fuel costs. In 
fact, RMLD residential 
customers pay between 
$0.95 and $1.17 per electric 
gallon (eGallon), as com- 


pared with the current _ 
average Massachusetts gas” 


price of $2.94/gallon. This 
equates to a savings of 
between $500 and $1,000 a 
year (depending on vehicle 
type, make, model, and 
annual mileage). ‘But did 
you know that PEVs also 
cost less to maintain than 


traditional gas-powered 
cars? 
All PEVs contain an elec- 


tric motor powered by a 
battery. An electric motor 
has fewer moving parts 
and is less complex than a 
gas-powered engine. Elec- 
tric motors don’t have 
many of the components 
that require regular main- 
tenance in a traditional 
vehicle such as a fuel injec- 
tion system, spark plugs, 
an exhaust system, oil and 
an oil filter, and an engine

“nance costs are still re- 
duced because the gas en- 
gine is used much less and 
therefore requires less fre- 
quent maintenance. 

For example, a PHEV 
may need an oil change 
only once every 1-2 years 
(depending on make/model 
and level of use). And ac- 
cording to the US Depart- 
ment of Energy, the elec- 
tric motor, battery, and 
related electronics require 
little to no regular mainte- 
nance. 

Believe it or not, brakes 
are another area where 
PEV owners can save. 
Most PEVs contain a re- 
generative braking system. 
This means that the vehi- 
cle’s battery recharges 
during braking. Not only

Bath, England in 
43AD, naming the 
Ycation Aquae Sulis after Sulis, 
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_ the Celtic god of the Spring. The 


| Springs became a center of wor- 
Ship of the goddess Minerva. 


_ fF When the Romans left. England, 

. .the springs were forgotten until 
| | rediscovered in the 12th century 
_ | by medieval kinds and the baths 


were restored and used for heal- 
ing and social purposes. An ab- 
bey was established nearby as 
well as the seat of power for no- 
bility was claimed in the region. 
Yet another iteration of the site 
occurred in the 18th century, 
when drinking the highly miner- 
al-rich water became popular 
and a pump room was estab- 
lished to serve the social set. 

It was through the development 
in the 1880s that larger excava- 
tions were undertaken and the 
impressive size and scale of the 
original Roman complex was re- 
vealed. 


Visitors to Bath will find the jux- 
taposition of the Roman Baths, 
Bath Abbey and modern dining 
and retail charming. Standing on 
ground that has been inhabited 
since the Roman invasion, it is 
incredible to see that the springs 
have again and again drawn peo- 
ples to the area. These are the 
only known hot springs in Eng- 
land and are certainly exploited 
to their full potential. 

The area of the Baths has been 


excavated and.a modern museum 


has been developed around the 
extensive archeological site. An 
impressive and interactive muse- 
um experience, hand-held audio 
tours are included in your ticket 
price, allowing self-paced absorp- 
tion of the information. 
Commentary by Bill Bryson is 
part of the tour as well as a kids’ 
version to lend perspective. Plan 
for several hours to walk through 
the baths as well as the extensive 
museum below. Room after room 
of steam rooms, plunge pools, 
and changing chambers show the 
impressive engineering of the 
Romans along with their artistry 
with mosaics. Of special note is a 
coin hoard that was found in 2010 
buried in a Roman structure near 


the baths, with over 17,000 coins 
dating from 32BC-275AD, buried 
in leather pouches. It is the lar- 
gest Roman coin hoard found in 
England. 

Bath is about an hour and a half 
from London and is a popular day 
trip excursion via train or tour 
bus. Beyond the Roman baths, 
Bath has a beautiful 500 year old 
Gothic abbey, open for tours and

then that relationship and 
help: to develop new ones. 

“Be who you are, not who 
you perceive you are. I can’t 
understate enough that over- 
shooting what you’re likely 
to get causes a loss of time 
and opportunity that some- 
one else will capitalize on,” 
he said. 

Ash also suggested using 
“anchor projects,” or projects 
that will meaningfully con- 
tribute to overall quality of 
life goals in town, as another 
strong starting point. He said 
that this had worked well in 
Chelsea, where he previously 
served as city planner, espe- 
cially in the context of the 
Parkway Plaza renovation. 

Targeting a few such specif- 
ic parcels, according to Ash, 
rather than aiming for a 
broad-scale redevelopment, 
could help with both feasibil- 
ity and efficiency. 

In response to a question 
from Selectman Jonathan 
Eaton regarding how com- 


munities along the Route 128 
corridor are unlocking their 
potential, Ash identified a 
“range” of activities. These 
include communities provid- 
ing various levels of tax re- 
lief and local leadership, 
providing direct points of 
contact, and developing 
master plans. Ash cau- 
tioned, though, that master 
plans could hinder flexibility 
in development. 

Ash also suggested that, as 
cities and towns along the 
corridor are becoming more 
successful, they are able to 
become more selective, which 
can lead to further effects on 
local business. 

“Sometimes the communi- 
ties that we see as the most 
successful are the ones that 
are the most difficult to work 
in,” he said. 

In response to a question 
from Selectman Ed Loud re- 
garding building height re- 
strictions hindering develop- 
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ment alongside the highway, 
Ash noted that zoning chan- 
ges could be considered in 
certain cases. 

“Td like to think that you 
could allow for a process 
that welcomes the developer 
in to talk through and negoti- 
ate along the way with what 
the zoning could be,” Ash 
said. 

While Ash was unenthusi- 
astic at the prospect of a 
committee, he offered some 
words of advice should the 
town proceed with that plan. 

“T think the most important 
thing to do is know who you 
are, know who the people are 
that you can work with, and 
build off of that,” he said. 
“But, if you feel strongly that 
you need to have a commit- 
tee, then what you need to do 
is make sure that all the 
other committees that are 
going to be ruling on devel- 
opment down the road are 
all on the same page.” 


Town helps region deal with gas leaks

Safety Board is investigating 
the pressure increase detect- 
ed in the natural gas pipeline. 
The board will try to deter- 
mine the cause for the series 
of gas explosions and fires 
that left one person dead, 25 
injured, and affected almost 
8,500 customers of Columbia 
Gas in Andover, Lawrence, 
and North Andover. 

Steve Braynt, president of 
Columbia Gas, held a press 
conference on Friday and 
gave no mention of the cause 
forthe explosions, but stated 
that they were “deeply sorry 
for the inconvenience of the 
citizens” of the affected areas. 

Columbia Gas has a track 
record of safety problems. 
From 1986-2012, 13 serious 
incidents have occured. May- 
or Stan Revera of Lawrence 
publicly complained about 
Columbia’s slow response 
and non communication dur- 
ing the emergency event. 

As a result, Governor Char- 


lie Baker declared a state of 
emergency and appointed 
Eversource in charge of res- 
toration for the three com- 
munities. 

National Grid responded to 
the request to de-energize 
the three communities at 
about 6 p.m. on Thursday 
night, leaving homeowners 
without gas and electricity. 

National Grid supplied ap- 
proximately 40 crew to help 
with the emergency response. 
About half from the Tewks- 
bury area, and the others 
from the north and south 
shores, central and western 
Massachusetts, and Rhode 
Island. About 200 gas workers 
from upstate New York and 
Long Island also responded. 

Residents had to evacuate 
the area for days until every 
house was inspected and 
then cleared by the local fire 
chief. Power was slow to 
restore because not only did 
each individual dwelling 
need to be inspected, but 
also needed to be in the or- 


der of multiple, continuous 
street areas where the power 
runs off the same feeders. 

Most customers had power 
restored by Sunday morning, 
but most of the affected cus- 
tomers are still without gas 
as of the printing of this arti- 
cle. Many victims that lost 
their homes in the devastat- 
ing explosions and fires are 
still homeless and staying in 
shelters. 

Columbia Gas has set up a 
Claims Hotline, 800-590-5571 
and a Claims Center at the 
Lawrence Public Library. 
But on Monday, after hun- 
dreds of people waited in line 
for hours at the Claims 
Center, they were turned 
away, and told to come back 
another day. 

Governor Baker announced 
Monday that he and officials 
from Lawrence, Andover, 
and North Andover are wor- 
king to set up the Greater 
Lawrence Disaster Relief 
Fund to help those affected 
by the explosions.
